The Utimate "problem is not the lack of a SASE, but what happens to the 
QSU's in the rail. (I will leave for another day the DX QSL requests for 
direct replies that do not even indude a mailing label). 


The QSL received this week is a good example. It had at least a dozen 
cancellation tarps both sdes. Why? | haverit a due. In addition, it 

had the now almost obligatory bar code tape affixed to it Sorretirres 
the tape will easily peel off, and sorretirres it will bring part of the QSL 
& QSO irformation with it 


Asa consequence, this rakes it difficut at tires to deternine the QSO 
irforvation. As| keep separate logs for each of ny KG4 trips ard 
cortest entries, it becorres a chore to check each log when the only 
legible inforrration | have is the aallsgn. 


Now, you may be asking yourself why this is really a problem The 
problemis that with QSL's being received on a daily bass, ny third 
batch of 5 lbs. of bureau cards awaiting sore action, a fanily that 
occasorally expects ny undivided attention, and oh, a job, you should 
get the picture that the more tire | have to spend tracking down 
irforrration about a QSL the nore likely it is to get put at the bottomof 
the pile. Also, you may have sert re a QSL for a particdar bard 
although over the course of several trips | will have worked you on 
several bands. Unfortunately, | may not be able to dedpher this fromthe 
obliterated QSL 


Further, once | have (finally) been able to matcha QSL witha QSO, | 
then have to get an envelope, look up the address, ard prirt a mailing 
label. | try to mairtain currert databases, but! have found fromtirre to 
tirre that these are not 100% accurate with errors in zip codes, etc, and 
people, of course, move This is then compounded when the bar code 
tape peels off your presumably currert address when rerroved. Again, 
this takes tire and might make re put the QSL at the bottomof the pile. 


Nevertheless, and despite the difficuties oulined above, to date | have 
answered directly all such QSL requests. (This, of course, diverts funds 
fromthe person plan! was able to set up fromthe big bucks | have 
made fromthe QSL's -:). ) | an only hope that | will be able to cortinue 
to do so. 


This is just an observation, not a citidsnof anyone. However, please do 
not complain to rre if you sent your QSL in this mamer and haven't 
received a reply inthe tire frarre you expected or for the partiqiar 
band you warted. As they say, you pay (or, more appropriately, you 
dontt pay) your money and you take your chances.

WASHINGTON, DC, J uly 7, 1999--Herbert L Schoerbohn KV4FZ, 
will get his day in cout this fall in his fight to retain his Arrateur 
Radio license. Last fall, the FCC denied Schoerbomis petition for 
reconsideration in the case which has dogged through the 
administrative process since 1995. Last sunvrer, the FCC upheld the 
suoplerrertal initial dedsion of an adninistrative law judge denying 
Schoenbohnis application to renew his Amateur Radio license. The 
FCC affirred that finding. The next step is oral argurrerts, set for 
Odbober 18 in the United States Cout of Appeals for the District of 
Colunbia Circuit. 

AU Edward Luton had found that Schoenbohn of Kingshill, Virgin 
Idands, had "engaged in misrepresertation ard lacked candor" in 
testifying about his 1992 felony telephone toll fraud convidion and 
his solidtation of ex parte presertations (He served two norths 
corfinerrert plus two years of probation.) The FCC also said he 
solidted others, using Arrateur Radio, to rrake ex parte 


ARRL Web Extra and ARRL Letter 


presertations on his betelf, in violation of FCC rules. The FCC said his 
behavior, in combination with his fraud conviction, justified non-renewal 
of his hamticket 


Schoenbohmhas been trying to renew his license for the past four 
years. He mairtains that the FCC shoud renew his license because his 
cormiction was several years ago, his sentence light, and he's had a 
spotless record and been fuly rehabilitated. The FCC disagrees 
however, saying that Schoenbohm "has not derronsrated that he 
possesses the basic character traits of truttfuness and reliability 

that are essertial to licenseeship." 


Schoenbommi's license expired in 1995, and his call sgn no longer 
appears inthe FCC database. However, he has been allowed to 
cortinve operating as KV4FZ util his adninigrative and judidal 
appeals are exhausted.

The award is not endorseable as to additional 
country cout. 


B Contacts rust have been made witha residert amateur operator. 
Expeditions, portable operations, etc do not count for this award. 


C. All contact rust have been made fromthe applicarts courtry of 
residence. 


D. Contacts with Maritine and Aeronautical nobiles do not court for 
these awards 


E Contacts must have been made with VINTAGE radio equprrert. 

For the purpose of this award a VINTAGE RADIO must rreet the 
following requrerrerts 

1. The rartfadiurer of the radio used NO LONGER MANUFACTURES 
amateur radio equiprrert 

2. The radio equiprrert must have been produced prior to 1 J anuary 
1975. 

2A. The SOLE EXCEPTIONS to 2.E2 shall be the Drake "C" line and 
Collins KWM-2 line, wich, due to their extraordinarily long production 
rus tall be eligible regardless of year of manufacture. 

3. The Radio rust use Vacuum Tubes. The mininumquantity tubes used 
gall be inthe Power Amplifier tage(s). 

4. MILITARY RADIO equiprrert must rreet the requrervert set forth 
above with the following EXCEPTION: The linitation on the manufadurer 
qurrertly produdng arvateur equiprrert is waived.
